It Is most compact 
and requires but a forty-foot lot 
yet It Is complete In every detail 
Including a garage, maid's room, 
dining alcove, large wardrobe and 

storage space.
The compact arrangement of the 

stairs, the grade entrance which 
serves kitchen and cellar, the elim­ 
ination of halls and the utilization 
of space over the living porch and 
over the garage all make for econ­ 

omy.

The exterior has also been very 
thoroughly studied. Note how_ the 
vestibule IB handled and the wall 
on .the opposite end of the living; 
porch to give the effect "of Increas­ 
ing* depth . of solid wall and avoid 
placing the dormer on "stilts" as 
would be the effect should only 
columns be used (or the porch.

A stucco finish with well placed 
timber work gives a pleasing ef­ 

fect.,
